Pointing out that the waterfront strike affects the interests 
of all labor, the San Francisco local of the striking longshore- 
men, has issued a call which has been sent to all labor unions, 
urging them to vote for a general strike in support of the 
strikers, and instruct their delegates to the Central Labor Coun 
cil accordingly. 

The call is hereby reproduced in full: 


AN APPEAL TO ALL TRADE UNIONISTS: 

The longshoremen of the entire coast including all worker: 
in the marine industry have been on strike since May 9th, 1934 
The longshoremen are striking in order to establish decent 
working conditions—a regulated system of hiring; a six-hour 
day; a thirty-hour week; a hiring hall controlled by the I. L. A. 
and a closed shop agreement. 

The demands of the other groups of marine workers who 
went out on strike in support of the longshoremen are virtually 
the same: control of their hiring halls, recognition of their 
unions, reasonable hours and a living wage and decent working 
conditions on the ships. The waterfront workers know from 
past experience that it is only by standing together in this 
fight that they can win. They know that this fight is the fight 
of all labor, and that unless their fight is won it means the 
defeat of all organized labor.

Workers Battle 100 
Cops, Deputies in 
Free Speech Fight 


STREET MEETING BROKEN UP 
BY CLUBS, FIRE HOSE. 


COMPTON, Cal., June 9.—More 
than 100 cops, deputy sheriffs 
and fascist volunteers were mo- 
bilized to break up a demonstra- 
tion of 1009 workers here last 
night—but not before they had 
se1yed netice on the Compton po- 
liticians that they will fight fas- 
cism from now on. 

Fire houses and long riot clubs 
dispersed the workers again and 
again although they railied in 
the midst of the powerful streams 
of water. 

They were not finally disparsed 
until a crew of about 26 from 
the sheriff’s squad arrived to 
augment those already called in 
to stop the meeting. 

Four workers were arrested af 
ter the crowd had dispersed. Al! 
were released after questioning 
except Mrs. Nellie Bongye, who 
was charged with cutting a fire 
hose with a nail file. The hose 
had been cut and spouted a gey- 
ser of water about 100 feet from 
the point where Mrs. Bongye was 
arrested. Weighing only 190 
pounds, she was struck on the 
jaw and knocked to the pavement 
by a 200-pound marshall from 
the constable’s office in Compton 

On being arraigned next mor- 


ning Mrs. Bongye pleaded not 
guilty and demanded a jury 
trial. She was released on $50 
bail.

Fort Bragg Strike 


FORT BRAGG, Cal., June 4.— 
One hundred per cent of the pea 
pickers in the district north of 
Fort Bragg on the coast went out 
on strike Friday. The demands 
are 25c per hamper of thirty 
pounds, an increase of 7e over 
that paid. Pickers have travelled 
as much as twenty miles from 
home to get to the fields. 

Picket lines are out and the 
growers announce that strike- 
breakers are being brought into 
the district.

IN A KABUL PRISON. 


In the interior of Asia, in the 
heart of a very mountainous re- 
gion little known to Europeans 
or Americans, is the city of Ka- 
bul, capital of Afghanistan. The 
British imperialists are vitally 
interested in that region. It 
borders the South Siberian re- 
publies of the Soviet Union, 
where the same type of people 
as live in India and Afghanistan 
are building a new social order 
and for their own benefit. In 
addition it is another link in the 
iron ring which the imperialists 
‘want to tighten around the So- 
viet Union so as to launch their 
war against it.

Relief Workers 
Union Grows in 
Ventura County 


SOCIALIST PARTY LOCAL DE- 
CIDES TO JOIN IN BODY. 


VENTURA, Cal., June 5.—The 
Relief Workers Protective Union 
is doing some fine work these 
days. The new hall is located at 
151 North Ventura Avenue and 
some lively meetings have been 
held for the past six weeks. The 
ILD has a strong branch in Ven- 
tura, meeting regularly. and 
has absorbed what was_ once 
known as the Workers Progres- 
sive League. The Socialist Party 
in this vicinity came over in a 
body and joined the RWPU. 

A small group of workers still 
linger in the AF of L and Sin- 
clair Clubs but the effective work 
of the RWPU exposes the dis- 
honest leaders. A eall for a unit- 
ed front was sent out and there 
was a good response. Three leac- 
ers of the AF of L-Sinclair group 
ame to the meeting but were 
thoroughly exposed and deserted 
by the workers. They are learn- 
ing the power of a united front 
and have won many concessions 

The ILD has been investigating 
poverty in the county and many 
startling cases of discrimination 
and poverty will be brought be- 
fore the supervisors. Mexican 
workers, who were unable to se- 
cure relief before joining the 
RWPU, are now receiving aid. 
They were told by the Welfare 
Department to keep away from 
the RWPU and would be given 
all relief necessary. The workers 
however are wise to the tactics 
of the bosses this attempt to 
split the ranks, and a_ united 
front is being organized that 
will do some very effective work. 

The poverty and unemploy- 
ment in Ventura County is swell- 
ing the ranks of the RWPU, the 
only organization with a mili- 
tant program of protest against 
forced labor camps, the self-help 
plan and starvation wages.

Comrade Singh together with a 
companion were arrested while 
crossing the border. Not even a 
piece of paper was found on 
them. Their money was taken 
away from them. No permission 
was given to get in touch with 
relatives or anyone on the out- 


side. Their hunger strike was 
ignored. Their health is pro- 
bably beyond restoration. 

The following is from an ac- 
count of their condition: 

“The Afghan government does 
not provide prisoners with food, 
clothes, or bed. Nor does it al- 
low prisoners to bathe, or to 


wash their clothes. No vessels 
are provided from which to drink 
water, but the prisoners are dri- 
ven like sheep to drink out of 
the ditch running through the 
jail yard. A prisoner can get a 
piece of bread only if he proves 
that he has absolutely no friends 
or acquaintances. But even in 
this case he is not given bread, 
but is sent with a policeman to 
beg bread in the city. When 
Gurmuk Singh and his comrade 
were in Jalahabad they asked the 
jailer, after being without food 
for four days, when they would 
get bread. The jailer replied: 
“There are many Hindus in this 
city; I will send you with a po- 
liceman to go and beg.”’ 


CALLS FOR ACTION. 


The Hindustan Gadar Party, 
an organization of workers and 
peasants, and with headquarters 
in San Francisco gives the fol- 
lowing from the report they re- 
ceived: 

“They are kept in heavy fet- 
ters with an extra weight of 20 
kilos attached to them. They 
are beaten and tortured in a 
most barbaric and cruel manner. 
Their food is seanty and unac- 
ceptable. Practically all toilet 
facilities are denied them. They 
are kept all the time chained in 
dark and filthy cells.’ 

The viciousness of the jailors 


only proves to the masses of In- 
dia that there is no real inde- 
pendence of Afghanistan; that 
the people of that country, as 
those of India, are imprisoned 
by the British imperialists.

SHANGHAI, China, June 5.—Reports from Hankow tell of ‘an-— 
other glorious victory of the Red Army of China this week whew 
19,600 of the very flower of the Kuomintang army were either 
killed or wounded and the remainder of the army put to rout.

Other practices 
included falsified reports, as in one Lombardy village where 300 
out of 700 voters were denied the ballot yet Fascism recorded it- 


self a 96% victory. In many cases the fascist committees in charge 
voted for the electors or else handed them only “yes'’ ballots.”

NRA CODE AUTHORITIES 
SHUT DOWN 
PRODUCTION. 

Code authorities announced, at 


the end of April, a complete shut- 
down of the rayon industry after 
the middle of May and the indus- 


try is now closed down 100%, by 
order of the bosses acthitg as the 
government’s NRA machinery. In 
the same way it is now announce- 
ed that the cotton textile code 
authority has ordered a 25% re- 
duction in the operation of cot- 
ton mills, beginning June 4 and 
continuing for 12 weeks. 

FARM INCOME 

DWINDLES., 

The U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
ture Economics reports that the 
increase in average farm prices 
of 21% between April 1933 and 
April 1934 was offset by a 19% 


increase in the prices farmers 
must pay for living expenses, and 
that in April 1934 prices receiy- 
ed by farmers were 74% of the 
pre-war level, while prices paid 
by farmers were 120% of the 
pre-war level. But the bureau 
also reports that in spite of the 
higher prices received by farm- 
ers, the income of farmers has 
been drastically cut because of 
curtailed production. Thus the 
report shows farm income of 
$300,000,000 for April 1934 as 
compared with $427,000,000 in 
March 1934 and $311,000.000 in 
April 1933, in spite of the fact 
that the AAA benefit payments 
are included in the income for 
April.

Iron Age reports on May 17,

are understood to have cars in 
warehouses and in other storage 
places around the country.’ On 
May 23, Iron Age refers to “‘The 
negative influences that made 
their appearance in the iron and 
steel industry a fortnight ago’, 
adds that they are “multiplying” 
and that “Much of the steel con- 
tracted for by the automobile in- 
dustry for this quarter is expect- 
ed to be cancelled.” 


NOT WAGES, BUT 
BULLETS. 


Disillusioned after a year of 
words and promises, fanfare and 
ballyhoo, the workers rise to the 
struggle to establish their right 
to their own organizations to 
better their conditions, to enforce 
the Roosevelt promises meant to 
delude them. Disillusioned by 
the sabotaging and sell-out tac- 
tics of the AF of L bureaucratic 
moguls, the Greens, Ryans, Lew- 
ises, and their local paid machine 
supporters, the workers rise to 
enforce their right to better con- 
ditions over the heads of these 
fakers. And what is the answer 
of the New Deal? Bombs and 
bullets! War, with all the ghem- 
ical and mechanical equipment 
which capitalism can command, 
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It is little more than a year 
since the bankers, at their con- 
vention in Los Angeles, sang 
praises to the American workers 
for their long-suffering patience 
after three years of unexampled 
depression. Today these bankers 
are raking in the profits harvest- 


ed from the sale of the bombs 
and bullets, used against the 
workers. 

It is because the New Deal is 
already shorn of its demagogy 
and the influence of its labor 
misleaders, because the workers 


strike to win the better condi- 
tions long promised, because of 
the early collapse of the spring 
and summer production in 1934, 
that Roosevelt’s New Deal is now 
bathed in the blood of workers. 
Police on foot, on motorcycles, 
in cars, cossacks on horseback, 
are brought out everywhere. 
Troops are brought out to add 


the well-planned terror of the 
military to the terror of the 
police. During the closing weeks 


of May, troops were brought out 
in three widely separated sections 


of the country. In Alabama, 
where, joining hands with the 
White Legionnaires, they were 


shooting and almost daily kill- 
ing mine strikers, in Minneapolis. 
where they attacked the team- 
sters’ picket lines and then con- 
tinued to shoot down the city- 
wide masses 07 workers who came 
to the support of the teamsters, 
in Toledo, where they cold-blood- 
edly murdered three and wound- 
ed hundreds of strikers. Up and 
down the Pacific Coast, the po- 
lice terror rages, while capital- 
ists cry for troops. In San Pedro 
two have been murdered. As the 
lies and deception of the “New 
Deal” and the bosses fail, the 
‘error rises to new and more 
brutal heights. 


WORKERS! UNITE! 
SMASH THE TERROR! 


But the workers are showing 
that the terror cannot break 
their fighting spirit. Everywhere 
the workers are meeting the ter- 
ror with greater resistance, great- 
er determination, greater energy 
and greater unity. The fighting 
forces of the workers increase 
their ranks in spite of anything 
and everything. In Minneapolis, 
35,000 workers came to the sup- 
port of the teamsters and. held 
their ranks in spite of virtual 
martial law. In Toledo thousands 
of workers came out to support 
the strikers in the face of mar- 
tial gunfre. In order to smash 
the terror, the workingclass can 
have but one answer, united re- 
sistance, a united front of strug- 
gle against the Fascist terror, in 
defence of workingclass organiza- 
tion, for better conditions on the 
job, relief for the unemployed, 
and unemployment insurance, 


sent a camera man out to the 


wilds to show Mr. Holman hard 
at work, defying death and suf- 
fering, lions. gorillas, and what 
not.

Holman’s real has been 
exposed during the present strike 
as agent of the _ bosses. He 
formed a new union, which the 
capitalist press gleefully  pro- 
claimed would be recognized as 
the “loyal’ union which would 
be reasonable and come back to 
the fold. Holman issued a state- 
ment every hour bragging about 
the numbers he was signing up. 
If all the longshoremen, which 
joined his ‘“‘organization’’ daily 
were added up, Holman’s union 
would haye more members than 
there are men, women and chil- 
dren in California.

WALK OUT 100% SOLID AND 
FORCE INCREASE OF 7c 
| PER BASKET. 


FORT BRAGG, Cal., June 6.— 
Striking pea-pickers went back to 
work today after winning a raise 
of per hamper. They won 
this raise by a 100% walk ont. 

The strike started last Friday. 
when the entire crew walked 
out of the loeal fields, contracted 
by the San Diego Fruit & Pro. 
duce Co. The pickers had been 
getting 18ce per hamper with a 
bonus of 2¢c to those stayine the 
entire season. But the picking 
had been so poor that only the 
better pickers could make $1 a 
day. 

The company, through its loc- 
al representatives would not agree 
to the demand for 22c¢ a hamper 
but tried to break the strike by 
calling for more pickers. They 
figured that as school would be 
out that same day, they would 
have plenty of pickers. How- 
every, only two people reported 
for work and those two in ignor- 
ance of the conditions. When they 
found a strike they joined. it. at 
once.

The May 17 “Spokesman’’, a Negro paper in San Francisco, 
proposes to state the attitude of the Negro people towards the 
strike of the longshoremen, in its leading editorial entitled > 
“Black Scabs on the Waterfront—an Ultimatum to Labor Unions’.% 


The editorial opens with the following: 4 


“Strikebreakers on the San Francisco waterfront are. vixtu- 
ally between the hammer and the anvil. Jf they work they are 
traitors to labor; if they remain idle, they are traitors to their 
stomachs. Is it any wonder that so many Negro “scabs” have / 
felt that the greater loyalty consists in standing by their intes-’ 
tines ? 3 | 

“After all, the kind of labor represented by the striking } 
longshoremen—union labor—never seem to need the loyalty of - 
Aframerican workers until it calls a strike. As long as the unions | 
are getting what they want any person darker than a sunburned ~ _ 
Swede is blackballed the moment he sticks his head in the meet- 
ing room. But when the union boys want to wrest a few hours. 
or dollars from the ‘bosses’ the atmosphere becomes sweet with 
mellow friendship. warm invitations, and loud hurrahs “for our 
black brothers” ”’. 

The remainder of the editorial goes on to point out how the 
Negro worker is often a tool in the hands of either bosses or 
white union members; how in the end it is the Negro who gets 
least work, that unions are a means to keep Negroes out of in-! 
dustries, etc. We Communists take no issue essentially, on most , 
of the contents that follow the above quotation. Any person” 
with an elementary education knows that the Conmunists are 
in the forefront of the fight to break down every form of white 
supremacy ideas, and all the actions that arise from them. Be 
it Jim-Crowism, discrimination, or any other form of oppression 
in cultural, economic, social and political life. Our activities 
are quite well known and speak much louder than what we can 
say about them.

But we must state emphatically that no Negro or white: 
workers can have anything in common with the sentiment ex- 
pressed in the section quoted above. To any Negro workers who 
read the above, it means that: scabbing is justified; the Negro’s 
quarrel is with the millions of white unionists; and it therefore. 
helps the bosses to drive deeper a wedge between white and 
Negro workers.

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It is true that the policy of the American Federation of 
Labor is based on the white-chauvinist ideas of the capitalist 
class whom its leaders serve faithfully. Some unions, as the 
Machinists, frankly bar Negroes, others use the apprenticeship 
clause, and most utilize unwritten laws to keep them out—-limit 


their joining, or make it miserable for them when they are in. 


But this does not mean that our fight should be directed 
against the millions in the AF of L and other unions. OUR 
FIGHT IS AGAINST THE LEADERS WHO AS LIEUTENANTS 
OF THE CAPITALIST CLASS IN THE RANKS OF LABOR, 
MAKE IT THEIR BUSINESS TO MAINTAIN SUCH A POLICY. 
Furthermore wherever we make progress in breaking down pre- 
judice and exclusion, we should not knock it down but should 
encourage it—use it as a basis from which to proceed for fur- 
ther progress. rye 


SHOULD RECOGNIZE PROGRESS. 


This is the case in the International Longshoremens Unieue 
of San Francisco. As the “Spokesman” recognizes in the sames 
editorial, the union cleaned house in March, cleaned out some of 
the chief fakers, particularly the scab-herder, Holman, and is 
making attempts to win the Negro longshoremen. This is not 
a matter to poke fun at, but should be encouraged as ‘an advance. 
Furthermore we should not exaggerate the obstacles. to unity 
between Negro and white workers, as that will not help to win 
those in the ILA who may be still prejudiced. It is a fact that 
the militant rank and file group within the ILA has raised the 
Negro question about nine months ago, and forced the officials 
at last to credential a number of Negro workers to approach 
Negro longshoremen, and have even approached the ILD for as- 
sistance. There have been Negro members in the ILA, altho 
few, and one was placed on the strike committee. The fact that 
at the recent convention of the ILA a resolution for the Scotts- 
boro boys was adopted is likewise important.

RETARD FIGHT ON WHITE CHAUVINISM. 


IT IS PRECISELY SUCH MIDDLE-CLASS NATIONALIST 
TENDENCIES WHCH MAKES THE FIGHT AGAINST WHITE 
CHAUVINISM MORE DIFFICULT, and, it is the expression, not 
of the mass of Negro people, whose interest lies by united action 
with the white toiling people, but that of intellectuals or politi, 
cians among the Negro people who live on the maintainance of 
the color line.

NEGRO PEOPLE HAVE NOTHING IN COMMON WITH SUCH 
LEADERS. We take great pride in pointing to such as Com- 
rade Patterson, Secretary of the ILD, or Comrade James, Ford, 
who are not special “Negro leaders’ but workingclass leaders 
and accepted so by hundreds of thousands of white and Negro 
in the U. S. 4 


The “Spokesman” should have at least made @ distinction 
in the policies of the militant elements in the AF of L and the 
bureaucratic leaders—and recognize the policies of the Commun 
ists as distinct from all other parties. To fail to point this out 
is to fail to see that the entire question is fundamentally a strug- 
gle between classes not colors. That the color issue is made by 
the capitalist class, those who exploit the Negro and white 
workers and farmers. ! 

Negro people who see the question from the class struggle 
viewpoint, will therefore realize that their duty should be tc 
support the militant elements in the trade union movement and | 


the Communist Party.
